I .H ere in Albany-Decatur there are com paratively few 
serious automobile m ishaps. 
The greatest num ber Of au­ 
tomobile crashes are m inor affairs where the loss of a 
fender, the bending of a bumper, or the knocking off of 
a hub cap is the extent of the injury.

beginning of construction of tht Miss­ 
issippi Power company’s high powered 
transmission line from the Alabama 
State line to Hattiesburg to serve Me­ 
ridian, Laurel, Hattiesburg and adja­ 
cent communities and to provide hy­ 
dro-power service in these cities 
by 
December 20th next, has been announ­ 
ced here by Barney M. Eaton, presi­ 
dent of the company. 
The line will be constructed in two 
sections; one section extending from 
the Alabama line to a .point miáway 
between Meridian and Laurel; the oth­ 
er section extending from this poi*l 
Southward to Hattiesburg. 
Practically all of the 100 foot right 
of way requested for the new line has 
been acquired and construction mate­ 
rials which have been on order 
for 
«orne months are now beginning to be 
received and placed along the right 
of way. 
The clearing of timber from the 
right of way between Hattiesburg and 
Laurel was begun on August 3r3d and 
will be prosecuted vigorously to make 
way for the construction crews, which 
are scheduled to construct at least 
one mile of completed power line each 
working day. 
It is anticipated that, 
the Hattiesburg to Laurel section of 
the line will be completed by Octo­ 
ber 16th, linking the power plants of 
these two cities. 
Sites have already been purchased 
for the transforming stations which 
will be erected at Laurel, Meridian 
and Hattiesburg and from which oth­ 
er power lines will be constructed to 
serve other communities to the North. 
South and West. 
At the Alabama State line, the pow­
